Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to applicant's amendment dated 1 1-6-08 and this action 
is final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of mailer, or 
am new and useful impro\ email (hereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1, 3-23, 28-29 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non- statutory subject matter. Claim 1 is not a patent eligible 
process/method claim in that it is not tied to another statutory class of invention in that no other 
statutory class of invention is positively recited in the claim and further the claim does not 
disclose transforming subject matter to another state or thing. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Regarding the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejections, applicant has not positively recited another 
statutory class of invention in that an ultrasound machine is not positively recited. Further, 
method steps 2 and 3 of claim 1 are not tied to any other statutory class of invention and are 
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further not carried out by the implied ultrasound of step 1 . Therefore applicant's arguments are 
not persuasive.
